Jto said when he visited hos­ 
pitals there he saw a small girl

personnel bomb, and a young 
who.was blinded by one. 


Jfl blame Mr. Johnson.” he 
sJJjd 
“ I blame the American 
paaple. 1 blame you.” And turn­ 
ing toward the woman who had 
sunken to him of her son; “ I 
btaiiie you for the deaths of your 
nl?h sons in Vietnam. I think you 
lw better think about this war. 
lfjjias to stop.” 


QUAKER HISTORY 
hath began by reviewing the 
&ory of the Quaker movement, 
lit noted that Quakers have been 
against war, and determined to 
act in a way which would pre- 
\fj^< war, since the Society of 
Friends was founded in 1650. He 
ngiod that Quakers had frequent­ 
ly found their actions to be 


against the law. as when they 
assisted the “ Underground Rail­ 
road” before the Civil War. 


He said he made his trip with 
a group of Quakers to North 
Vietnam because the Quakers 
decided to send medical supplies 
and aid to both South and North 
Vietnam. They were able to set 
up rest homes, schools and med­ 
ical facilities in South Vietnam, 
but were prevented by the Unit­ 
ed States government from send­ 
ing medical 
supplies 
to the 
North. 
Of his personal history, he 
said he had been a conscientious 
objector in World War II, had 
set up a home for the Japanese 
who were put into concentration 
camps 
in 
California 
during 
the war to give them a place 
to which to return, and that 
18 months age he was in Mis­ 
sissippi helping to rebuild 27 
churches that had been burned 
by the Klu Klux Klan. He said 
people have frequently thought 
his actions un-American. 
The reason the United States 
i is in Vietnam today, he said, is 
that “ we are terribly afraid that 
China will develop economic 
| control of that part of the world, 
upsetting our economic balance 
there. We are not afraid China 
will take over physically.” 


SECOND REASON 
A second reason, he said, is 
“ a paranoid fear of a Commu­ 
nist 
menace 
in 
the 
United 
States.” 
He said the Communists of 
North Vietnam are nationalistic 
first, and would fight a Chinese 
invasion just as hard as they 
are fighting the United States. 
| “ They’re a proud people. They 
won’t back down. And this may 
destroy them,” he said. 
He said every hospital and 
school in North Vietnam south 
of Hanoi has been bombed re­ 
peatedly. because hospitals and 


1 schools are the only structures 
big enough to look like factories. 
North Vietnam has no factories. 
i he said. 


NORTH’S B EL IEF S 
The people of North Vietnam, 
¡lie said, believe that if the 
American people really under­ 
stood the war. they would sup­ 
port 
the 
National 
Liberation 
Front and the North Vietnamese. 
Drath said his group told the 
North Vietnamese they were 
wrong, that a “ good percentage” 
of the American people support 
Johnson. 
“ We warned them what power 
j the United States could bring 
I against 
them, 
using 
atomic 
! weapons, 
germ 
warfare, 
de- 
1 stroying their land, but they did 
I not believe us,” he said. “ They 
| did not believe the people of 
the United States would allow 
¡that.” 


Tomales Board! 
Hears Small

Small high schools can be as 
good as large high schools, if not | 
better. 
This 
was 
emphasized

j Samuel B. Kermoian of San j 
Francisco State College before

“ A small 
high 
school has 
strengths 
that

school doesn't,” he said. “ It has 
spirit, closeness, informality and 
flexibility.” 


WHY COPY? 


It is not necessary for a small 
high school to try to become a 
copy of a large high school, 
Kermoian said. 
“ Indeed, 
the 
typical large high school doesn't 
necessarily offer a quality pro­ 
gram.” 
One of the strongest points of 
a small high school is its flex­ 
ibility and its ability to “ try new 
things,” he said. “ A small high 
: school using a traditional ap­ 
proach is, at best, a poor im­ 
itation of a large high school and 
has no reason to exist.” 
His comments came as he 
presented his preliminary draft 
of an educational program for 
the proposed new high school. 
“ The keynote of the program 
should be flexibility,” he said.

in and does not intend to go 
after the 1968 nomination, one 
reason being that he is com­ 
mitted to serve his full four- 
vear term in Sacramento.

Ike himself is 
willing, even eager, to travel 
abroad in behalf of the United 
States, as President Johson 
has requested, but this will 
have to wait until he has more 
fully recuperated and knows he 
can stand the strain. 
There are numerous coun­ 
tries Ike is eager to visit and 
four he particularly has in 
mind (though these are not the 
limit of his special interest) 
are Pakistan, India, Vietnam, 
and Thailand.

A federal drug expert calls a 
supposed new drug “ cure” for 
leukemia premature, but hope 
was still held out that it may 
open promising new avenues 
toward arresting cancer. 
The 
s u b s t a n c e 
is 
L- 
Asparaginase, an enzyme that 
has been found to kill some 
cancerous cells ( p r i m a r i l y 
leukemic cells) without harming 
most normal tissues. A research 
institute in Dallas, Tex., claims 
that the drug caused a disap­ 
pearance of advanced leukemia 
in a nine-year-old boy. 
Dr. C. Gordon Zubrod, chief 
drug evaluator for the National 
Cancer Institute, thinks it could 
take at least three years to 
evaluate the drug’s effectiveness 
on humans. 
“ People who say after a 
brief experiment that they 
have a cure can’t be believed 
because this goes against the 
slow nature of clinical tests,” 
he told a science writer’s 
meeting here sponsored by the 
American Cancer Society. 
While 
a 
remission 
(disap­ 
pearance) may be achieved, he 
cautioned, it does not mean the 
disease may not reappear in a 
week, month or year. Three 
years 
is 
considered 
th e 
minimum time for evaluation of 
such a drug. 
“ Running out to yell fire after 
one or two cases,” Dr. Zubrod 
said, “ usually means a false 
alarm” 
Dr. William C. D o 1 o w y , 
University of Illinois veterinar­ 
ian who has been testing L- 
Asparaginase for four years, 
sai dhis staff tried the drug on 
an eight-year-old boy near death 
with leukemia in 1965. 
The 
youngster died 10 days later; 
the drug failed to halt the 
spread of the disease to brain 
cells. But it had some positive 
effects too. 


A "Beat The Quake7 
Network Is Proposed 


If you can’t beat earthquakes, 
join forces to make sure you see 
them coming and 
are fully 
prepared when they arrive. 
This, in effect, is one sug­ 
gestion 
of 
a 
report 
issued 
yesterday by the San Francisco 
Bay Conservation and Develop­ 
ment Commission on earthquake 
hazards to filled lands. 
A massive “ beat the quake" 
network of special s e i s m i c 
equipment on each area of filled 
land as part of the U. S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey is proposed 
by the report. 
Suitable instruments, it states, 
now cost about $5,000 installed 
and could in time be halved in 
price. Purpose would be to pro­ 
vide' more precise information 
about the effects of strong 
e a r t hqua k e s . Earthquakes 
form one of the two major 
hazards to construction housed 
on filled land reclaimed from 
the sea, the report says. The 
other main concern is fill set­ 
tling down with time. 
According to the report — one 
of a series aimed at ading the 
commission decide future uses 
of the bay — earth movement of 
relatively soft mud is greater 
than that of solid rock. 
In the 1906 San Francisco 
earthquake, for example, more 
damage 
was 
c a u s e d 
to 
waterfront properties on filled 
land than Nob Hill and similar 


areas built on solid rock. 
“ Past earthquakes show that 
such poor ground is a greater 
potential 
hazard 
than 
i s 
nearness to the fault or to the 
center 
of 
the 
earthquake,” 
states the commission report. 
It suggests action the com­ 
mission could take b e f o r e 
preparing its final plan for the 
bay: 
1. Potential fill areas should 
be classified, with professional 
help, as to earthquake risk. 
They could be m i n i m u m , 
moderate, substantial or max­ 
imum zones. 
2. Fill should be constructed 
only if it is stable enough for the 
intended use. Buildings and their 
foundations 
should 
be 
as 
‘quakeproof 
as possible 
and 
utilities specially designed for 
fill. 
3. A board of review should 
seek powers to set standards, 
review and inspect the place­ 
ment of fill. Such a board should 
consist of geologists, s o i l s 
engineers, structional engineers 
and other specialists. 
4. Population of potential fill 
areas with high eqrthquake or 
settlement risk should be kept at 
a minimum. 
The report will beconsidered 
by the commission next Thurs­ 
day at 2 p.m. in room 17437 of 
the Federal Building in San 
Francisco.

Widow Wins 
Court Test 


Wilbur Worker liked to travel 
as part of his job. He joined a 
construction company d o i n g 
work in South Korea for two 
years. It promised to pay his 
way over and back and give him 
living expenses for every day in 
Korea. He worked about 44 
hours each week, but when 
special work was needed he 
would be on call for work on 
Saturdays and Sundays. 
On one weekend. Wilbur took a 
trip with some friends to the 
lake 
country 
for 
relaxation. 
They went on a boat ride. Half 
way across the lake, the boat 
tipped over and Wilbur was 
drowned 
Wilbur's 
widow 
filed 
f o r 
workmen’s compensation bene­ 
fits. lLs death, she claimed, 
arose directly out of his employ­ 
ment. The employer’s insurance 
company refused to pay, claim­ 
ing that Wilbur's injury did not 
arise out of his work, but came 
about while Wilbur was off on a 
“ lark” of his own. 
The case reached the U.S. 
Supreme Court which ruled in 
favor of Wilbur's widow. Wilbur 
was hired to work under unusual 
conditions. He was “ on the job 
365 days of the year in a 
hazardous overseas area. The 
employer provided no living 
quarters 
or 
recreation, 
and 
Wilbur had to find his own. 
Recreation 
contributes 
to 
a 
worker’s higher efficiency and 
the employer had not forbidden 
this boating trip. This was an 
“ incident of employment ’ and 
the employer (or his insurance 
firm) would have to pay the 
widow. 
Employers who send their 
workers to far away places 
sometimes give them housing 
and 
recreation. 
The 
courts 
usually consider injuries under 
these conditiosn to be “ on the 
job.” 
Employers who o r g a n i z e 
recreation teams, office parties, 
or picnics, may also find them a 
part of the “ employment” for 
purposes of workmen's com­ 
pensation laws. But if a group of 
workers 
organize 
their 
own 
sports or entertainment solely 
for their own enjoyment, any in­ 


juries they incur are not com 
pensable. 
Working 
conditions 
o f t e n 
determine whether the injury 
arose out of the employment. A 
worker who has to work in a 
dusty factory may some day 
contract a serious lung disease. 
Or the worker who is constantly 
put under great tension may 
later have a nervous breakdown 
or a heart attack. If their 
employment has caused these 
injuries or diseases, the worker 
or his family can receive com­ 
pensation bebefits.

Since then, Dr. Dolowy has 
returned to laboratory tests 
with rabbits and mice and has 
begun testing human cancer 
tissue. He remains hopeful 
that the drug will eventually 
prove useful for treatment of

especially chronic lymphocytic 
leukemia. 
Of 35 human tissue cultures he 
has tested, he said, about 26 
“ look as though they could 
benefit” from the drug. 
His recent tests have been 
with 
L-Asparaginase 
derived 
from 
a 
common 
species of 
bacteria — E-coli. P r e v i o u s 
strains had been derived from 
guinea pig serum. 
There are many obstacles to 
overcome, he said, before the 
drug can be used widely on 
humans. 
There is evidence, 
he in­ 
dicated, that the human system 
may develop antibodies to the 
drug which would destroy its 
c a n c e r 
k i l l i n g 
powers. 
Researchers 
at present, 
Dr. 
Dolowy said, do not know how 
long it takes before these an­ 
tibodies are built. If the drug is 
given several times in sufficient 
doses, he said, it may be possi­ 
ble to eradicate the cancer 
before 
the 
body 
builds 
a 
resistance to the drug. 
While there was strong debate 
over the drug's clinical ap­ 
plication at this meeting of top 
cancer researchers, there was 
consensus that the way the drug 
acts on cancerous cells may be 
a significant development. 
Laboratory tests at several 
leading institutions over the 
last few years have found that 
cancer cells apparently can't 
produce asparagine, an amino 
acid essential to life. They 
must obtain their supply from 
body fluids. 
If the supply in body fluids is 
eliminated, 
t h e 
researchers 
found, the cancer cells die for 
lack of asparagine. Normal cells 
make their own asparagine and 
aren't affected. 
To get at the cancerous cells, 
they used L-Asparaginase, an 
enzyme that breaks down and 
destroys asparagine. 
In the meantime, supplies of 
L-Asparaginase will have to be 
increased. It is an extremely 
scarce drug and costs between 
$400 and $500 for one day’s dose 
for a single child. 
One possible source of the 
drug is the world's largest 
rodent — the capybara. A 
native of South America, ft 
reaches four feet in length and 
weighs up to 200 pounds. Its 
bl ood 
c o n t a i n s 
L - 
Asparaginase.

Those same snowpacks that 
are bound to throw a crimp in 
many traditional opening day 


plans also will provide better 
than usual spring and summer 
fishing, the department said. 


The roads are snow-blocked 
and lakes frozen in most Sierra 
regions above 5,000 feet in the 
north and 7,000 feet in the cen­ 
tral and southern regions. Offi­ 
cials advised anglers to check 
local authorities before planning 
their opening-weekend outings. 


The general season continues 
through Oct. 31 in most of the 
state. 


But the season doesn't open 
until May 27 in northwestern 
California except for Freshwa­ 
ter Lagoon in Humboldt Coun- 


ty and Pillsbury Lake in Lake 
County. 
No major new regulations af­ 
fecting trout season will go in­ 
to effect this year, o f f i c i a l s 
said. The bag limit still is 10 
tropt or a total of 10 pounds 
and one additional fish. 
To avoid trouble with watch­ 
ful game wardens, those over 
16 years old must have a $3 
angler’s license and two $1 li­ 
cense stamps in their posses­ 
sion.
